In this case the method of Group II as claimed can be practiced without the 
specifics of the Group I apparatus such as a tray having an upper friction surface, a 
general "H"-shape tray-support platform with two arms and a connecting body, the arms 
including upright flanges thereon, a pair of transversely-spaced-apart bearings, one of 
the bearings rotationally mounted on the base and the other bearing being floating, a 
rectangular tray including a perimetral upstanding flange, etc. Moreover, the apparatus 
of Group I as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process, 
e.g., for use in shaping a deformable material such as dough which is coated with 
vegetable oil or flour, or for use in shaping a soft non-edible plastic material such as 
clay to form spherical articles. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art requiring separate searches as shown by their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
